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Bowen Selected 
for Possible 
Closing in 2008

I n December our community learned 
Anthony Bowen Elementary School 
(PreK through 6), 101 M Street 
SW, is one of 23 schools selected by 
Mayor Fenty and Michelle Rhee, Chan¬ 
cellor, DC Department of Public Schools 
(DCPS), to be closed in June 2008. 
The reason for the closings is the loss 
of DCPS student population over the 
past few years. DCPS stated it needs to 
consolidate to save money on operating 
costs. The selection of Anthony Bowen is 
not clear. At a January 9th meeting, Rhee 
was asked and agreed to provide to our 
Ward 6 Councilmember Tommy Wells’ 
office the background summary data for 
selecting Bowen. This will be the 3rd 
school in recent years in our community 
to be closed after Syphax ES and Van 
Ness ES. Many parents and individuals

The Federal Department of Transportation in SE 


T he new headquarters building for 
the US Dept, of Transportation, 
at New Jersey and M St. SE, is 
the first new building completed on the 
site of the 44 acre former “brownfield” 
Southeast Federal Center on the Anacos- 
tia River. 

The building comprises 1,350,000 
square feet; in the former building, the 
number was about 1,300,000. 

There are over 7,000 workers. It is 
close to the Navy Yard Metro with lots 
of eateries in the new buildings which 
abound the area. It has a Starbucks coffee 
shop open to the public, even on holi¬ 
days, on that corner. 



Life After DoT

A $220 million makeover of the The 
Nassif Building, at 400 Seventh 
St. SW, former headquarters of 


the Department of Transportation will 
retrofit it for future government ten¬ 
ants and put the 1.4 million-square-foot 
building back on the market. The name is 
being changed as well — to Constitution 
Center. 

Plans to close off the plaza area will 


increase the building’s size by about 
80,000 square feet. This heightened level 
of security will make the Nassif Build¬ 
ing eligible http://dcmud.blogspot.com/ 
search?q=Marina+View for occupancy by 
all federal agencies except the Depart¬ 
ment of Defense, which needs even 
tighter security. 

The exterior marble 
tiles, will be replaced with 
an all-glass facade. Energy 
efficiency will be enhanced 
with lighting controls, 
motion and daylight detec¬ 
tors in hallways, and nat¬ 
ural light dims in rooms. 
A new heating, ventilating 
and air conditioning system 
will be installed. Renova¬ 
tion of the Nassif Building 
began after the Transpor¬ 
tation Department moved 
out. The building should 
be ready for new tenants in 
January 2010.

They are already being used on a 
few streets in Georgetown and Adams 
Morgan. There parking is 50 cents or a 
dollar an hour for a maximum or two 
hours, Mon.-Fri., 9:30 am to 6:30 pm. 
There is not a meter for each parking 
space, but one for half a block or a block. 
YOU MUST Print out a receipt and put 
it inside the passenger side on the dash¬ 
board so the Meter Maids with electronic 
scanners can read the time limit you have 
paid for and decide whether to ticket 
you. 

In SW and SE the price for parking 
at these meters will be much higher — as 
much as $35 for four hours during ball 
games at the new ballpark.

are concerned and outraged about the 
closing of this centrally located school in 
our community. 

While Anthony Bowen ES is named 
after a son of SW (became a free man; 
founded the first African American 
YMCA; his home at 900 E Street SW 
served as part of the underground rail¬ 
road; and convinced Abraham Lincoln 
to use African American soldiers in the 
Civil War), it is more than “brick and 
mortar” or the legacy of this remarkable 
African American. The school children 
will be transferred to Amidon ES, 401 I 
Street SW (located near Jefferson Junior 
High School) and approximately 8 blocks 
from Bowen. For a “walkable/livable 
community” this means the children will 
have to walk across several major arterial 
streets including the soon to be opened 
4th Street. Also the character of the traffic 
flow on our streets will drastically change 
with more intense/heavier traffic with the 
completion of the planned development 
projects in our Near SE/SW area and 
the opening of the Stadium in less than 
80 days. Safety is a major concern and 
problem! 

Many people feel both schools are 
needed, especially when one considers the 
10,000 plus new residential units in the 
Near SE/ SW that will be built over the 


next 5-8 years. The combined schools do 
not leave any space for new enrollment 
and, in fact, if both schools were com¬ 
bined today the total of 510 students far 
exceeds the capacity of either school. 

Academically both schools are almost 
equal when looking at the DCPS BAS 
(Basic Aptitude Scores) test data from 
2006 - Bowen Reading 38.5 /Math 27; 
Amidon Reading 40/Math 28.3. Ms 
Almeta Hawkins, Bowens principal, and 
dedicated staff have worked hard and 
show a continued increasing trend in 
their student proficiency test scores over 
the past three years. They have fostered 
a family atmosphere for the students and 
parents. Bowen has a counselor, special 
education coordinator, reading coach as 
well as a librarian, music teacher, physical 
education instructor, art teacher, and tech¬ 
nology coordinator. Both schools have a 
PreK program. Rhee indicated they hope 
to have the reorganization without a 
major staff loss but can not assure the 
teachers will follow their students. 

Schools are about team work and com¬ 
munity - not just the children, staff, or 
parents. Both schools provide an after 
school program. Several seniors from 100 
M Street participate at Bowen on a daily 
basis. Both schools have tutoring and 
mentoring programs staffed by over 100 
volunteers coming from our SW com¬ 
munity, including Ft. McNair and the 
Department of Motor Vehicles. Bowen 


also serves as a “safe house” for all special 
education students in DC/VA/MD. 

Enrollment numbers from DCPS 
shows student capacity for Bowen and 
Amidon to be 281 and 438 respectively; 
Bowen has 71,900 sq ft and Amidon with 
70,800 sq ft (the difference in capacity 
maybe the open classrooms at Bowen). 
Amidon has the 3rd grade Appletree 
Learning Charter School housed in it. 
The In-Boundary/Out-Boundary DCPS 
2006 student numbers are 222/10 for 
Bowen and 40/244 for Amidon. This 
means 222 students and families in SW 
will be directly affected with the closing 
of Bowen. 

Also at stake with Anthony Bowens 
closing is the loss of our Boys & Girls 
Club #4. It is a core element of services 
for our youth and a part of the fabric of 
our community. New Branch Director, 
Beth Yousef, is focusing on the 5 Prin¬ 
ciples of the Boys & Girls Club of Ameri¬ 
can with academic preparedness targeted 
through their “power hour” before kids 
can participate in games or sports. 

Councilmember Tommy Wells is look¬ 
ing at the transition of Bowen to Amidon. 
At the January 9th Ward 6 meeting, Rhee 
indicated DCPS will review their deci¬ 
sion on selecting Bowen to close. A local 
meeting with the Mayor and Rhee will be 
held at Amidon ES on January 17 starting 
at 6PM about Bowen.
